Array of protein capture agents comprising a substrate, at least 
one organic thin film covering some or all of the substrate 
surface, a plurality of patches wherein each patch comprises 
protein capture agents Immobilized on the organic thin film and 
capable of binding to a specific binding Ugand or an array of 
protein capture agents Immobilized on the organic thin film and 
capable of binding to a specific binding Hgand, using said array 
in diagnostic methods.

Array of bound proteins comprising a substrate, at least one 
organic thin film covering some or all of the substrate surface, a 
plurality of patches wherein each patch comprises a different 
protein bound to a protein capture agent and immobilized on the 
organic thin film via said protein capture agent.
